Thanks  Jamie  for  asking  about  the  Neighborhood  Council  system.  This  was  a big 
issue  when  the  EPA  came  in.  They  did  not  understand  who  the  neighborhood 
councils  were,  and  they  were  being  told  that  they  were  just  like  an  HOA. 


The  Neighborhood  Councils  (NCs)  were  created  as  a part  of  the  City  Charter.  They 
are  advisory  bodies  to  the  City  government. 


There  is  a body  also  created  by  the  Charter  called  the  Department  of  Neighborhood 
Empowerment  or  DONE.  DONE  did  not  like  the  title,  and  they  now  are  called 
EMPOWER  LA.  The  goal  of  the  NCs  is  to  bring  government  closer  to  the 
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communities  and  to  educate  the  communities  on  various  issues. 


The  DONE  or  Empower  LA  website  is  under  construction.  Their  link  is  here:

Every  home  in  Los  Angeles  has  a related  Neighborhood  Council  address.  The  list

The  closest  NC  to  the  SSFL  site  is  West  Hills.  They  have  been  involved  - had  a 
committee  dealing  with  the  SSFL  since,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  2005.
